Farmer*' Credit*. 


Agricultural development is one of the means commonly 


advocated to check Ihe advancing cost of living, and this sub- 
ject is attracting the attention of leading financiers throughout 
the country. 
It is pointed out that investments in Ihe field of 


agriculture oiler heller inducements to capital than in mining, 
manufacturing or transportation. 
In evidence of this it is 


pointed out that Ihe prices of products at the farm are general- 
ly, profitable, and will continue Ihe prosperity of the farmers 
for years to come. In spite of decreased production in some 
lines, the grand total of value at the farms for Ihe productions 
of 1912 is stated lo exceed the value in any previous year by 
jnorc than half a billion dollars. 


Based on the census items of wealth production on farms, 


Ihe grand total for 1012 is estimated lo be $'),.S32,(>(><),<)00. 
This unthinkable amount of wealth has been contributed lo 
the nation in one year by (he soil and by Ihe farmers' live 
slock. 
II is more than twice Ihe value of Ihe wealth produced 


on farms in IHW, and il is about one-eighth more than Ihe 
wealth produced in I'M). 


During the last sixteen years Ihe farmer has steadily in- 


creased his wealth production year by year, with Ihe exception 
of 1911, when Ihe value declined from that of Ihe preceding 
year. 
If the wealth produced on farms in IK')') be regarded 


as 100, the wealth produced sixteen years ago is represented 
by 8-1, and thai produced in I'M2 by 202. 
During Ihe sixteen 


years the farmers' wealth production increased M l percent. 
In.(his period the production of farms reached Ihe grand lolal 
of $105,000,000,000, or about three-quarters of Ihe present 
national wealth. 


To simplify Ihe financing of Ihis great industry Ihe depart- 


ment of agriculture has been making a study of agrictillural 
credit, and collecting dala on which possible legislation may 
be based. A schedule of questions was sent lo 9ooo persons 
in all of Ihe rural counties of Ihe United Stales. The inquiries 
went lo about Jooo counlry bankers, about Ihe same number 
of prominent farmers, and the remainder lo counlry mer- 
chants and others. This investigation brought out the fact 
Ihal a large share both of farmers owning their farms and of 
tenants renting farms, would spend more money in their farm- 
ing operations if il could be more easily secured. 
In Ihe opin- 


ion of those who answered Ihe department's inquiries about 
32 per cent, of the farmers whose credit is good would make 
use of borrowed money in excess of what they now use if it 
could be obtained as readily and cheaply as js done by those 
in other industries.—Mirror.
